are used in the Division in the form of an alphabetical catalog 
of title and subject entries* fhis catalog i's open for use by 
the public on the Division 1 s premises* 

^he Checklist provides a general inventory of the recorded 
accessions as reflected in the arrangement of entries in a simple 
numerical sequence* lumbers omitted in this sequence represent 
items of a trivial nature* published picture books not considered 
pertinent for inclusion* or lots (aggregates of pictures) desigaed 
as temporary groupings for storage purposes pending further sorting* 
An index has been added to the Checklist for the first time to 
provide an approach to the broad range of subjects which it comprises ,
